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Trip to French refugee camp by Luton woman reveals full hardships faced by those living there

A RELIEF trip to a migrant camp 
opened up the eyes of the daughter 
of a Bosnian refugee as to just how 
serious the problem is becoming. 

Victoria Dautovic, of Cheviot Road, 
Luton, travelled down with her par¬ 
ents and brother, Sead, on September 
17 to give help with the relief effort 
for refugees in Calais. 

Seeing it herself made her realise 
what a crisis this is becoming, just 
over 20 miles away from British 
shores. 

Reporting back on her trip, she 
said: “It’s so much worse than you 
think it is from seeing it on the news. 

“The camp is set up on a flood 
plain and it gets quite boggy when it 
has been raining. 

“It’s almost unimaginable. There 
are 3,000 people there in tents with 
just 50 toilets and six taps between 
everyone.” 

The cause is very personal to 


Victoria, as her family found refuge 
from the Bosnian War when they 
arrived in Luton in 1992. 

Her mother Kelima and her older 
sister Ena arrived on September 7 
that year and Victoria was born at 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 10 
days later. 

Her father, Emver, arrived in the 
town six months later, after time at 
the Omarska detention camp. 

Her mother’s journey took her from 
her hometown of Kozarac to England 
via a concentration camp and a refu¬ 
gee camp, escaping the Prijedor 
massacre. 

It was there that an aid worker 
from Luton took around 20 asylum 
seekers back home. 

Talking to LoS about her Calais 
experience, she said: “It was amaz¬ 
ing and awakening to see it first 
hand. We got there really early in the 
morning and first off we went to the 
immigration office and handed out 
cake and tea to people there. 

“After that, we went into the camp 


itself to get an idea of what it was 
like.” 

While in the camp, she spoke with 
a number of the refugees and saw 
how they live their day-to-day lives, 
as well as giving out donations. 

She added: “We sat and had tea in a 
makeshift tea shop and heard a 
number of the stories about how 
people got so far, only to end up 
stuck in a camp.” 

They also visited the church and 
mosque which had been set up 
inside the camp’s perimeter. 

The group also handed out sup¬ 
plies that local people donated, 
which included winter clothes such 
as scarves, gloves, hats, socks, old 
coats, shoes and sanitary items for 
the women. 

She also explained that many of 
the camp’s residents would refuse to 
have their picture taken, so as to not 
be able to be identified as being from 
Calais in the future. 

She added: “The majority of people 
who were there to help were British,

I’d say around 90 per cent that I saw, 
along with some French people, 
which was nice to see as it’s on both 
countries’ doorstep.” 

However, Victoria also expressed 
concern about how quickly the 
country has become apathetic to the 
plight of refugees. 

She said: “Speaking to people who 
have been volunteering there for a 
long while, they say public interest is 
already back to where it was before 
the explosion of emotion and 
appeals after the picture of the 
Syrian boy on the beach emerged.” 

Victoria’s trip had been a long term 
idea and was how she wanted to 
spend her 23rd birthday. 

While interest in the migrants’ 
plight has fallen according to 
Victoria, the need for supplies and 
relief efforts to make their way to the 


people in Calais has not. 

Victoria added: “A number of vol¬ 
unteers stay there full time, helping 
until they can no longer afford to but 
the majority usually come back for 
the winter. 

“Winter supplies, blankets, coats 
as well as food are desperately need¬ 
ed by the people there in the coming 
cold months.” 

Victoria is planning on making a 
repeat trip in the next few months 
and has urged people to keep giving 
again to help the situation in Calais. 

She would also like to thank every¬ 
one for their donations, which filled 
up the van the family took with them 
on their trip to France.

‘No justification’ for 
Adam’s brutal murder

THE family of Dunstable man 
Adam Fanelli have spoken of 
their heartbreak as two men 
were given life for his murder. 

Addy McAllister, 34, of 
Charlesworth Street, Bolsover in 
Derbyshire and Jemma Price, 30, 
of Ridgeway, Kensworth, near 
Dunstable, were found guilty by 
a jury of murdering 31-year-old 
Adam outside a travellers’ site in 
Nash, Buckinghamshire, on St 
Patrick’s Day this year. 

In a statement, Mr Fanelli’s 
family said: “On March 17 our 
whole world fell apart and we, 
Adam’s family, have been left 
heartbroken and even now we 
still do not understand the 
actions of those who have taken 
his life or why. 

“There is no justification what¬ 
soever for the brutal and horrific 
manner in which Adam was 
killed and taken from us all. 

“We have been deprived of a 
son, partner, nephew and his 
three little girls have been left 
without a daddy. 

“Adam will never get to see

them start and leave school, go 
off to college or university, get 
married and one day have chil¬ 
dren of their own. 

“We will do everything we can 
to ensure that the girls know all 
about their daddy and that we 
are there for them and keep his 
memory alive.” 

Mr Fanelli, died from a savage 
beating inflicted on him by the 


pair who had been on a cocaine 
and alcohol binge. 

Both men, who between them 
have 10 children, had blamed the 
other for inflicting the injuries. 

Passing sentence on Thursday, 
Judge Michael Kay QC told them 
he was satisfied it was a ‘simmer¬ 
ing dispute’ between Mr Fanelli 
and Price which had led to him 
being severely beaten that night. 

The judge said when the fight 
had begun between the two of 
them, McAllister had joined in 
and helped his friend Price, hold¬ 
ing Mr Fanelli as he was punched. 

The judge said Adam was sev¬ 
eral miles from the nearest vil¬ 
lage and added: “He was left by 
you to die when it was possible 
early medical assistance might 
have saved his life.” 

He gave Price a life sentence 
and told him the minimum term 
he must serve before he can be 
considered for parole is 17 years, 
less the 176 days he has already 
spent in custody awaiting trial. 

McAllister was also given a life 
sentence and told he will have to 
serve a minimum term of 14 
years, less the 183 days he has 
already spent in custody. 


Bank closure leaves town with no branches 


RESIDENTS in Houghton Regis 
are going to be without a bank 
branch after NatWest announced 
it will be pulling out of the town 
next month. 

The bank said a decline in the 
number of transactions and cus¬ 
tomer visits is behind its decision 
to close the branch in Bedford 
Road on November 18. 

The Houghton Regis Town 
Council has already written to 
Natwest expressing its ‘extreme 
disappointment’ over the move. 

Tony Swain, one of the council¬ 
lors for the Tithe Farm Ward, said 
the closure will leave residents 
with no branch in the town as 
others have also closed. 

He said: “We feel strongly about 


it but I am not too sure what we 
can do about it. 

“We are writing to the bank and 
I have a feeling that it’s not going 
to make any difference. 

“I’m wondering if they are not 
acting prematurely with the 
growth that is going to happen in 
the future and it’s a shame. 

“It’s going to make it difficult for 
people such as the frail and vul¬ 
nerable more than the young¬ 
sters because they are more used 
to internet banking.” 

The council said it was asking 
the bank to ‘give some considera¬ 
tion to training and support to 
those customers who may need it 
to enable them to access alterna¬ 
tive banking options’. 


In a statement, NatWest said it 
had reached an agreement with 
the local post office to allow cus¬ 
tomers there to check their bal¬ 
ance, deposit and withdraw 
funds. The bank said only 59 cus¬ 
tomers used the branch and that 
transactions had fallen by 34 per 
cent since 2011. Most of its users 
now use online and mobile bank¬ 
ing. 

A Natwest spokeswoman said: 
“We have taken the difficult deci¬ 
sion to close the NatWest 
Houghton Regis branch on 
November 18. 

“We are working hard to ensure 
there are a number of alternative 
ways for people in the area to 
continue to bank with us.”

On Friday the cyclists travelled 
to Chatham for the first over¬ 
night stay. 

Riding began again early yes¬ 
terday morning, catching the 
ferry and finishing day two in 
Dunkirk. 

POLICE REFERRED TO WATCHDOG 

THREE police forces, including 
Bedfordshire, have referred

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Trouble brewing over 
£ 600 k ‘coffee shop’

A LIBERAL Democrat council¬ 
lor has slammed the new travel 
centre, calling it no more than a 
coffee shop. 

Cllr David Franks asked 
Labour Cllr Sian Timoney last 
week why the new £600,000 
centre, which also houses a 
Starbucks, does not have a 
phone number for people to call 
for information. 

Cllr Franks said: “It’s not a 
travel centre at all if you cannot 
make phone enquiries. 

“If you have to travel to Station 
Road to ask questions in person 
it is not much use if you don’t 
know the bus routes and timeta¬ 
bles. 

“Cllr Sian Timoney said you 
should phone the bus company. 

“All the publicity about this 
new centre suggests it can give 
information on all kinds of trav¬ 
el modes, this is clearly not so. 

“It’s a coffee shop and the 
council should be made to pay 
back the £600,000 grant it got 
from the government to build 
it.” 

The facility faces Luton Station 
and was built using a grant suc¬ 
cessfully secured from the 
Government’s Local 





Sustainable Transport Fund. 

His views were echoed by a 
local resident, Doreen Steinberg. 

She said: “The whole operation 
is a farce and the council’s arro¬ 
gant disregard for residents is 
typical, not to mention how the 
set-up is funded. 

“What is needed is a proper 
tourist information service in 
the town centre like the one 
which used to be in the library, 
not a few leaflets.” 

In response to Cllr Franks, Cllr 
Timoney said: “It was always 
intended as a place for people 
who are on foot to use. 


“It was always designed to 
be a face-to-face informa¬ 
tion centre. 

“The idea of having a 
phone there is less than 
necessary as you can call 
Arriva for bus informa¬ 
tion, as well as all travel 
information being online. 

“If there was a widespread 
call for a phone to be intro¬ 
duced there I would 
look into the possi¬ 
bility, but as it is I 
have heard of 
nobody com¬ 
plaining about it.’

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Free book offer falls flat

A COMMUNITY project in the 
town centre which is on the 
move has said it has had diffi¬ 
culty giving away free books. 

Community Development 
Through Martial Arts (CDMA), 
led by Victor Evelyn, is moving 
from its George Street base 
because it has to make way 
for a new tenant. 

The project, which runs mar¬ 
tial arts classes and a library 
on behalf of environmental 
charity Healthy Planet, has 
used the old Yorkshire Bank 
site for the last 14-months. 

Mr Evelyn said he will focus 
on helping people ‘who want 
the books’ after finding it hard 
to give them away for free. 

He said: “Since we opened 
we have had a lot of communi¬ 
ty groups using the centre and 
giving away books for free. 

“We have done things for 
kids and a lot of community 
stuff and fundraising has been 
going on. It’s been hard giving 
away free books to people 
because they come to town to 


buy something. When they 
come here and ask about the 
books, we say they are free 
and they literally back up and 
keep asking how does it work 
and how we make money.” 

Mr Evelyn said he thinks the 
negative connotations sur¬ 


rounding the word ‘free’ could 
be behind people’s reluctance 
to take the books. 

He added: “The word does 
get out that they are free but 
we have to put so many signs 
on the window saying the 
books are free.”

PROPOSALS to create new 
traveller pitches have 
angered the occupiers of an 
existing site who say it is not 
fit for purpose. 

Jolene Riley, who has lived 
on the site in St Thomas’s 
Road, Stopsley, for over 20 
years, warned that children 
risk serious injury because 
residents have no space for 
their cars and emergency 
vehicles cannot come in.

Thomas Road, 
who claim more 
pitches will lead to 
an increase in anti- 
social behaviour. 

Jolene said: “They can 
build a new site at the back 
but there are so many travel¬ 
lers here already and they 
can’t even watch the kids. We 
have been asking the council 
for years to make this site 


s are site 
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wider because this site is not 
safe for children. 

“Anybody on this site will 
tell you the exact same thing. 

“We are saying that some 
child is going to die on this 
site because people 
have nowhere to 
park.” 

Doris Davies, 
who also lives at 
the site, said she 
had good rela¬ 
tions with some 
residents but felt 
travellers were 
unfairly treated. 

She said: “In my view, 
if some of these people had 
their way they would gas us”. 

The council said it was not 
aware of any complaints but 
was planning to carry out 
work on the existing site.

Town’s heritage 
‘worst in the UK’

DESPITE once being a place of booming 
industry, Luton has been ranked dead last in 
a new study about the heritage of UK towns. 

Luton’s heritage has been deemed to be the 
‘worst’ of any town or city in the country in 
research carried out by the Royal Society for 
the Encouragement of Arts, Manufacture and 
Commerce (RSA). The rating takes in over 100 
indicators, looking at activities available and 
heritage assets, adjusted for the size of the 
town, both in terms of people and land area. 

Jonathan Schifferes, lead researcher for the 
RSA heritage, said: “Luton has five conserva¬ 


tion areas, as well as 82 listed buildings, but 
it’s not always about what you’ve got but what 
you do with it, which Luton doesn’t do well.” 

But RSA employee, Matthew Parsfied, a 
Lutonian himself, has been quick to jump to 
the town’s defence, saying: “In many ways 
history hasn’t been kind to Luton in terms of 
preserving the town’s visible heritage. 

“Hat factories are still dotted all over the 
place but they just look like big houses to the 
untrained eye.” 

He also pointed at the Luton’s industrial his¬ 
tory has played a part, with German bombing 
raids on the Vauxhall factory in the Second 
World War leading to a necessary ‘modernist’ 
re-build in the 1950s and 60s.

Offshore firms own 
millions in property

LAND and property worth millions in Luton 
is in the hands of offshore firms, new 
research has revealed. 

Data compiled by satirical magazine Private 
Eye shows that a number of places around the 
town centre have been bought by foreign 
companies between 2005 and 2014. 

Big ticket locations include Moorland 
Gardens, owned by Jersey-based Regency 
Investment Limited, which was registered in 
2008 and cost £223 million. 

Seychelles’ firm Darien International Ltd 
owns land and buildings off Park Street West 
worth £4.1m while land on Castle Street 
worth £7.4 m is held by Jersey company Perth 
Investments Ltd. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, responsible for hous¬ 


ing at Luton Borough Council, said all the 
largest sites in the town were subject to plan¬ 
ning applications or development plans. 

The town has a chronic housing shortage 
and is having to contend with a lack of new 
developments and councils from London 
housing their residents here. 

He said: “The regeneration department has 
the details for all the big sites and they are 
talking to them. I do not think there’s a big 
site that does not have a planning application 
on it. The town’s problem is that it is full and 
some of the land is owned by people outside 
the country but there’s nothing we can do 
about that.” 

Property developer David Westcott said 
some offshore firms see unused land as a 
long-term investment. He said: “Certain 
types of land get bought by these companies, 
get planning permission and then sold on.”

THREE men have been locked up after they 
tried to smuggle a kilo of heroin into the 
country. 

The drugs, which had a potential street 
value of up to £200,000, were seized on 
Christmas Day after officials from the UK 
Border Force intercepted a package from 
Pakistan. The delivery, which was destined 
for an address in Luton, contained 180 mini 
footballs. 

While Border Force staff were examining 
the cargo, they noticed a lump on one of the 
footballs, which revealed 17 of them to be 


containing heroin. 

Bedfordshire Police launched an investiga¬ 
tion and on December 30, Sarfraz Asif, 34, of 
Wingate Road, Luton, was arrested at the 
address the package was destined for on sus¬ 
picion with importing a controlled class A 
drug. 

Two further arrests were then made in 
March. Shamiraz Khan, 33, of Highbury Road, 
Luton, and Syed Haider, 35, of Asburnham 
Road, Luton, were both arrested and charged 
with importing a controlled class A drug. 

Khan and Haider pleaded guilty and Asif 
was later found guilty following a trial. 

Last Friday they were sentenced to a total of 
17 years of imprisonment.

Arrest in case of 
missing

DETECTIVES investigating the case of a 
woman who vanished 12-years ago, and is 
believed to have been murdered, have arrest¬ 
ed a man in connection with her death. 

The 71-year-old, from Scotland was bailed 
until October following his arrest on suspi¬ 
cion of assisting an offender and preventing a 
lawful burial. 

Natalia Doherty, 50, from Luton, was last 
seen on April 15, 2003, in Eastbourne, where 
she was living at the time. She is thought to 
have travelled to the town to stay with her ex- 
husband, Gerald Doherty, who has since died. 

Earlier this week cold case detectives said 
they believe the mother-of-three, who also 
used the surnames Wilkanowska and Logan, 
had been murdered. They searched an 
address in Icknield Way following the arrest. 

Police have spent the last 20-months on the 
case and their investigations have failed to 
show any sign that Natalia is alive. 

It is known she went to stay with her ex-hus¬ 
band in the Regents Arms in Hastings Street 
before she vanished. 

DI Jerry Waite said: “We know Natalia had 
close links win the Luton area around the 
time of her disappearance and we understand 
she was brought to stay with her former hus¬ 
band in a pub in the town in 2003. 

“We would appeal for anyone who recognis¬ 
es Natalia or her late estranged husband 
Gerald Doherty from their time at the Regents 
Arms to get in touch on 101.”

Retailers often took part in races and rallies 
to promote their cars and Edkins was a suc¬ 
cessful driver who broke records. 

By 1920 he was regarded as invincible in 
racing and recorded victories in various hill- 
climb and endurance events. He continued 
competing until his death in 1930, aged 46.

SPORT should be a level 
playing field, welcoming 
people of all backgrounds. 

But when it comes to foot¬ 
ball there is still work to be 
done. 

That’s according to Butch 
Fazal, who has dedicated a 
large portion of his life to 
inclusion and diversity in 
the game he loves. 

Now he wants to see 
Bedfordshire FA become a 
standard bearer for inclu¬ 
sion and diversity thanks to 
a new plan taking shape. 

As part of its new Inclusion 
and Anti-Discrimination 
Plan, Bedfordshire FA has 
launched a drive to find vol¬ 
unteers for a new Inclusion 
Advisory Group (IAG). 

Sarah DaCosta, the new 
inclusion and safeguarding 
officer for the county FA, 
said: “We want to make sure 
people know how and where 
to get into football and to 
offer new projects support¬ 
ing groups who may have 
felt excluded in the past.” 

The new group, chaired by 


Bobby Madhur, will meet a 
minimum of four times each 
year and report directly to 
the Bedfordshire FA Board, 
of which Mr Madhur is a 
member, on all issues relat¬ 
ing to inclusion, equality 
and diversity. 

Mr Madhur said: “The idea 
is to represent the people of 
Bedfordshire in football, 
whatever their ethnicity, 
gender or sexual orientation 
or if they’re disabled. 

“Six members would be 
sufficient for the IAG, but 
what’s most important is 
that we get a group which 
can represent the different 
communities in the county.” 

Mr Madhur is hopeful of 


getting the IAG set up before 
the end of the year. 

He added: “I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to heading this 
group, representing such a 
diverse county and ensuring 
that nobody is excluded 
from having a voice.” 

Mr Fazal has worked close¬ 
ly with Bedfordshire FA, 
most recently with the From 
Head Scarves to Football 
Scarves initiative, which 
aims to increase the involve¬ 
ment of young south Asian 
women in football by organ¬ 
ising trips to games. 

He is also race equality 
adviser to The Football 
Association and chairman of 
Asians in Football Forum.

Mr Fazal said: “The issue 
isn’t focused on discrimina¬ 
tion any more as much as it 
is on inclusion. 

“A lot of bad things hap¬ 
pened in the past but I 
think, outside of a few iso¬ 
lated incidents, football as a 
whole has moved on from 
the racist atmosphere in the 
past. 

“I welcome the initiative 
and it just shows the pro¬ 
gress we are making as a 
county and also as a gov¬ 
erning body. 

“How far we’ve come in 
terms of diversity would 
have been unimaginable in 
the 80s and 90s.” 


Despite this, there is still 
room for improvement, 
both in the stands and on 
the pitch. 

Mr Fazal added: “Football 
has a habit as an institution 
of passing it onto communi¬ 
ties to increase diversity. 

“What we need to do is to 
develop long running part¬ 
nerships with professional 
clubs. 

“We need a long running, 
sustainable project to make 
football more inclusive on 
the field and to make the 
most of young, minority, 
particularly Asian, football¬ 
ers.” 

He was quick to add that 


he hopes that some of the 
emerging communities in 
Bedfordshire do not get 
overlooked, such as eastern 
European groups, and 
urged any minorities to try 
and get involved with the 
IAG.

Suzuki Vitara 

Take a look inside... 


The Vitara, Suzuki’s latest com¬ 
pact crossover, aims to build a lot 
of talent into four metres. With 
a choice of petrol or diesel, front 
or all-wheel drive and styling 
that’s more assured than anything 
Suzuki has brought us before, 
it looks to be a competitive 
proposition. 

The mechanicals aren’t anything 
too surprising, shared as they are 
with the existing SX-4 S-Cross. 
That means buyers get to choose 
between either a 1.6-litre petrol 
engine or a much preferable Fiat- 
sourced I 18bhp 1.6 diesel, both 
being offered in front or four- 
wheel drive guises. The petrol 
engine is fitted with a five-speed 
manual gearbox as standard with 
an optional CVT transmission 
also offered. Go diesel and you 
get a six-speed manual ‘box. 

The short overhangs will help 
with off-roading but the 185mm 
ground clearance isn’t that gener¬ 
ous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive 
transmission features an elec¬ 
tronically controlled clutch pack, 
controlled by a four-position 
switch on the centre console. 
Choose ‘Auto’ and it’ll stick to 
driving the front wheels unless 
slip is detected, whereupon the 
rear wheels are pressed into ac¬ 
tion. ‘Sport’ diverts up to 20 per 


cent of torque to the rear wheels 
to give livelier handling. ‘Snow’ 
offers permanent four-wheel 
drive with the system choosing 
how much torque to split front 
and rear, while ‘Lock’ splits the 
torque equally between front 
and rear. 

With tight proportions and a 
front end that has more than a 
hint of current Land Rover design 
about it, the Vitara is quite an as¬ 
sured piece of design work. 

Suzuki cabins have long been 
the marque’s weak link but this 
Vitara shows the company pulling 
its socks up a bit. Okay, so the 
idea of body-coloured metal 
across the dash isn’t a new one 
but Suzuki also offers chrome 
around the gearlever and door 
trims, plus an analogue clock. 

It’s by no means a large vehicle, 
breaking the tape at just over 
four metres long, but still features 
a features a 375-litre boot. That’s 
competitive with the rival Renault 
Captur, although the Suzuki lacks 
the Renault’s sliding rear bench 
seats. 

The portents look promising 
for this Vitara. Pricing, after all, 
pitches this car against much less 
capable crossover models. If you 
want a vehicle of this kind that’s 
fashionable without being fake, 
this Suzuki might certainly appeal.

BE honest, who saw that 
result coming between 
Japan and South Africa? I 
imagine there aren’t too 
many hands raised right 
about now. 

We live in an age where 
sporting contests and out¬ 
comes are sometimes over¬ 
blown but that match in 
Brighton’s Amex Stadium 
deserved all the hyperbole it 
received as we have never 
seen the likes of it before. 

We all assumed the 
Springboks would run out 
easy winners.

A BOXER is hoping to make a big 
splash this weekend at the Ireland 
Box Cup. 

Despite the amateur season fin¬ 
ishing months ago, Luton fighter 
Jordan Reynolds {left) is testing 
himself on the international circuit. 

In testament to his determination, 
he said: “I just want to stay active 
while everyone else is resting.

WE have lift off. The Hatters 
claimed their first back-to- 
back victory of the League Two 
campaign after super sub Jack 
Marriott came to the rescue 
with a brace to topple the ten- 
man resistance of AFC 
Wimbledon.
